In aid of a near by town, two 
local firefighters helped calm an 
evening that could have easily 
ended tragically: Wilmington 
EMT’s, Ken Gray and Bob Varey 
quickly responded to the Woburn 
Boys and Girls Club after 
fourteen middle school children 
overdosed on large doses of the 
muscle relaxer, Baclofen. 

On the final February Friday, 
Woburn was having a busy 
evening with two car accidents, 
and several house fires. Needless 
to say, the fire and police 
departments were more than busy. 
{n a mutual aid agreement, nearby 
towns agree to lend help in dire 
times. The towns of Burlington, 
Winchester, Woburn, and 
Wilmington were all called in to 
help Woburn that evening. 

When the call first came in 
around 9:45 p.m. only one 
Wilmington ambulance was 
needed. Ken Gray and Bob Varey 
knew they were helping in an 
overdose, but at the time, it didn't 
sound major. 


Jt was obvious that the call was 
more serious than originally 
thought when they pulled up to see 
four police cars, and a fire engine. 
Inside the Boys and Girls Club, 
there was a girl lying on a couch 
Approaching her it was evident 
that she was unconscious 
Checking her vitals showed a slow 
pulse, and shallow respirations. 
Soon after, the paramedics showed 
up and began intubating the young 
girl 

On Varey’s request Gray ran to 
the ambulance to set up a cot for 
the patient. It was upon getting to 
the vehicle he noticed another girl 
was already in there. At the time 
she was only tired and dizzy, but 
definitely needed medical 
transport. 

Being a former Woburn 
resident, Varey drove, while Gray 
stayed in the back with the two 
girls, and a paramedic. On the 


way to Winchester Hospital, the 
second girl started to deteriorate 
somewhat, but was stabilized with

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the help of Gray and the 
paramedic. 
Finally at the hospital, Gray and 


Varey helped get the two girls 


into the emergency room. After 
the patients were stable, the 
EMT's stayed to help the short 
handed hospital. After things 
started to slow down again, and 
more doctors showed up, Gray 
and Varey headed out. At that 
time they believed the night was 
over, 

Leaving the hospital, Varey 
realized that during the com- 
motion, they left the bag for their 
portable oxygen at the Boys and 
Girls Club. Getting there, they 
were led to the Woburn Firehouse 
down the street. It was there that 
they were told that two more girls 
were found. Among the 12 kids 
at the Boys and Girls Club, two 
girls had gone home during the 
evening. The police had called

Selectmen said that they were 
concerned if alcohol was served at 
a town-owned tavern. After a 45 
minute discussion an agreement 
was reached that the tavern may 
hold its’ awareness promotion.

Wherein Lies the 
Responsibility?

An adolescent's irresponsible act. Fourteen teenagers lying 
crumpled on the floor. A parent's anguish. That was the scene at 
Wobum’s Boys and Girls Club over a week ago. These teenagers 
were celebrating a happy event; they had just made the cheerleader 
squad for their school’s football team. They were considered well- 
adjusted kids from good families. What possessed them to risk 
everything for a chance to “get high?” Was there something 
missing in their lives? 

The Partnership for a Drug Free America suggests that youths 
commonly use drugs, alcohol and tobacco for five reasons: to feel 
grown up, to fit in and belong, to relax and feel good, to take risks 
and rebel, or to satisfy curiosity. Children need to feel secure with 
themselves and with the adults that direct them, Adolescence, 
developmental specialists say, isha in-between stage of a child’s 
life; they are not old enough to be adults and are too old to be 
children. They need to have some freedom but they also need to be 
taught to be responsible with that freedom. The quote that “it takes 
a whole village to raise a child” is true; parents, neighbors, and 
teachers need to be available to them for guidance and the security 
that they need. 

“There's enough challenges in the world to cope with, why 
would you want to add drugs to the list?” said Jen Haley, a student 
at Billerica High School. She has a good point. Have parents 
become so intent on giving their children all the material things 
they never had that they lose sight of the things that are really 
important to give? The Tewksbury Public Schools offers a 
“Spring Parent Training Series,” which is a program available to 
parents and designed to help keep open the lines of communication 
between parents and children. The subject of substance abuse is 
only one of the seminars in the series. Tewksbury Police also have 
a “D.A.R.E.” program to help parents and children. 

The abuse of prescription drugs or other readily available 
substances is not rare. Many drugs can be purchased over the 
counter: diet pills, aspirin, No-Doz, Health Maintenance Organi- 
zations increasingly encourage the purchase of long term prescrip- 
tions from mail order houses which ship by common carriers. 
Health officials, drug abuse specialists, and school administrators 
say that the relative ease of availability of over-the-counter drugs 
and prescription drugs makes them popular. The Department of 
Education conducted a survey last year and the results were not 
surprising: 20% of high school students said they used inhalants 
such as glues or aerosols. There are even recipes for making some 
drugs avaiable on the internet. 

Parents have taught their children the dangers of illicit drugs 
and to “Just say No,” but there’s a new danger facing them now; 
licit substances. Children need to know that those substances pose 
a danger equally threatening and parents need to assist them in 
making the right choices. 


“Mr. Planning” shaped 
Wilmingto's future

Wilmington lost a true public servant Tast weekend with the death of 


A. Daniel Gillis. Most recently known as.an outspoken member of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority, Danny was "Mr. Planning:” during the 
1960s years which were very formative in how the town looks today. 

Gillis served on the planning board from 1956 to 1972, and remained 
a member and secretary of the Mass. Federation of Planning Boards for 
years after he moved on to other town offices. Together with Madelyn 
McKie, he shaped town development through the planning board. They 
fought developers seeking to build on 50 foot lots. Eventually they 
teamed up with he late Rep. Fred Cain to pass a law allowing 
Wilmington to eliminate the grandfathering of such lots. They also 
oversaw the development of a master plan and many changes to the 
town zoning bylaws. 

Another member of the planning board during the early 1960s was 
Jim Miceli. Gillis and Miceli also served on the Board of Selectmen 
together from 1972 to 1977. Gillis was one of Miceli's staunchest allies. 

He was appointed to the Wilmington Planning Board in 1956 and 
served on the board until 1972, when he ran for selectman, where he 
served two terms. After the town went through a battle over low 
income housing in 1980 and 1981, a group in town opposed tot he 
housing turned to Gillis for leadership. Gillis ran for housing authority 
in 1983,vowing that the town would not build any Chapter 774 low 
income housing. During his time on the housing authority, no housing 
projects wee built.Instead of housing authority developed some single 
family low income units. He was always feisty in a political setting. and 
was known for walking out of meetings, even announcing his 
resignation from a board. More than once this led to a brouhaha when 
he tried to retake this seat, only to have the chairman try to hold him to 
his resignation. He had a quality, though, where he could usually remain 
friends with political foes. 

Danny grew up in Wilmington, and graduated from Wilmington High 
School, During the 1930's, he worked at Harriman's Tannery in North 
Wilmington. A large plant opposite the Whitefield School, the tannery 
employed hundreds of Wilmington men. Gillis was among the last 
surviving tannery workers. Danny was fond of describing how Caleb 
Harriman would walk through the tannery, sticking his head around 
corners like a turkey. 

A machinist by trade, Danny worked for many years at JW. Greer, 
which was at the corner of Main and Eames streets in the building that 
now houses Koch Membrane. 

Dan and Mil Gillis lived a rural lifestyle on the 
Burlington-Wilmington line, she with her horses, he with his garden 
and his swimming pool, for which he built a solar water heater. Avid 
square dancers, they were members of the Skirts 'n Flirts.

the safety facilities last Sunday 
After touring the fire department 
and the two police departments for 
the Town of Wilmington, all I can 
say is how embarrassed and 
ashamed I am as a resident of this 
town of those public facilities. 
Personally, | could never work in 
such an environment under those 
constraints never mind being asked 
to live in those conditions, which is 
exactly what we require of our fire 
department personnel. Here are 
some of the images | was left with 
after the tour of those f. S. 

The tour began at the fire 
department facility. When I entered 
the building the smell of smoke was 
prevalent. Group |! had just 
returned from a house fire and I 
was told that if another incident had 
occurred during that time that it 
would be extremely difficult to 
respond in time or with adequate 
manpower without the help of 
another department. When I passed 
the front desk it was difficult just to 
walk by because of the width of the 
hall 

Going up the stairs to the 
firemen's quarters, a map that 
appeared to be printed when the 
building was built hung on the wall, 
I was told that they can't remember 
when it was updated. The walls 
were covered in wood paneling and 
above was a suspended ceiling 
Obviously not original materials 
and usually used to cover up 
problems rather than repair them. 


Upstairs was a bath, an office and 
two larger rooms. One of the 
rooms was used as a kitchen/living 
room. Again, wood paneling and 
suspended ceilings. A large table 
and chairs and a sofa that appeared 
to be donated by the Salvation 
Army were the only pieces of 
furniture. In the other large room, 
beds were lined up in military 
barracks style and the bedding had 
the same appearance as the map 
downstairs. The mezzanine level is 
where all or most of the safety 
vehicles are stored. Certainly not 
adequate for anything more and it 
had to be recently extended in the 
back to make room for what was 
there. We left shaking our heads 
and headed down Church Street 
enroute to the Swain School, one of 
the sites currently being used by the 
police department. 

The Swain School is across the 
Street from town common and was 
originally the high school for 
Wilmington. It was built in 1914. It 
now houses WCTV in the basement 
and on the second floor is where the 


Detective, Juvenile and Safety 
for the police 
deparypgnt andthe, DARE, program 
currently reside, a classroom for 
teaching and a meeting room. 
Although the facility was clean, 
which the police do themselves, you 
could observe numerous cracks in 
the plaster and lathe of the walls 
and ceilings. Each of the offices had 
been maximized in space for 
equipment and files. 

Safety Officer Shelley informed 
us that all of the furniture and files 
that we saw had been donated 
through the generosity of local 
businesses. It was obvious that they 
were beginning to bulge at the 
seams in that facility. In my 
observation, all of the space was 
well utilized. The thing that struck 
me was where were they and all 
these materials before this space in 
the Swain School was available? 
The tour finished and our last stop 
would be the official police station 
on Adelaide Street. We began our 
march down Middlesex Avenue 
toward Rotary Park. 


The last stop was in my view the 
most unnerving. We could only go 
in a few al a time because of the 
space constraints of the facility. 
Once inside the facility it made you 
say to yourself, "I thought the 
others were bad!" The police station 
was so cramped that one of the 
holding cells for prisoners was used 
as storage for miscellaneous 
sundries. I actually became 
claustrophobic and had to leave to 
get fresh air. Once outside all I 
could dois shake my head in 
disbelief 4t the conditions that the 
officers had to’ endure. 

Now is not the time to argue about 
how and why we allowed those 
facilities to get into the deplorable 
conditions they exist in today. Now 
is the time to rectify those issues by 
moving ahead. I believe that the 
answer is simple, space that allows 
you room to grow and an ability to 
update the internal infrastructure 
that is needed to meet the demands 
of today's and tomorrow's society. 
We can accomplish that goal by 
making a stand and vote in favor of 
a debt exclusion for the purposes of 
building a new combined police/fire 
facility and a new middle school. I 
want to be proud of our facilities 
and not embarrassed and ashamed 
of the conditions that we ask our 
town's most essential assets, fire, 
afety and education to endure 
while we just sit back and grow.

It would be impossible to find, in 

Wilmington or anywhere else, a 
More popular man or a better, 
‘fnore respected master automobile 
‘mechanic than Forrest Dame, who 
4s affectionately known far and 
wide as "Damie". (This nickname, 
by the way, rhymes with 
"Mamie".) His friends, 
acquaintances and customers sing 
‘his praises, and extol him to the 
-heights, to the skies, 
“ One enthusiastic fan, who has 
known him well for decades, 
Henry Barowski, Jr., cannot 
conceal his admiration and offers 
a string of compliments: Forrest 
Dame, he says, is "one of the 
greatest guys I ever knew...the 
head honcho, Number One... 
everybody's buddy in 
Wilmington... always smiling... 
pivayt willing to help... someone 
Avho helped us when we were 
kids..." The Jist goes on, a 
veritable litany of counmendations 
for a lifetime of meritorious 
iservice and achievement as a man 
‘and as a master craftsman in his 
shosen professional field. 

Damie is quite active as a 
mechanic's mechanic all day, every 
working day, as he has been for 
“the past seventy years; the Master 
will turn eighty-nine on December 
39 and shows no sign whatsoever of 
sslowing down, or intending to slow 
aflown. His appointment calendar is 
filled with jobs well into the 
future; he polishes off projects 
with aplomb and with admirable 
“energy, efficiency and expertise. 
He obviously has a grand time 

"doing it, too, 
/ Mr. Dame carries all this off 
bwith the utmost good will, humor 
-and more than a smidgeon of 
humility. He has a wry, delightful 
wit. His eyes sometimes twinkle 
, with mischief as he launches one of 
his frequent penetrating witticisms, 
which can be pitiless if need be, 
“and if the intended target recipient 
“of the barb is thoroughly 
deserving. He gives as well as he 
‘receives when bantering playfully 
with his numerous pals. 

Fishing came up recently in 
conversation; Damie was asked if 

¢ is a fisherman. "No," he said, 

“fishing is a waste of fish and a 
waste of time." So much for The 


Compleat Angler. What is his 
secret of maintaining good health 
and enjoying long life? "Keep 


breathing!" Furthermore, "If I get 
up, shave, and eat, it's a good day." 
How much does he eat? "Enough to 
get me to the next meal." 
Regarding travel: "I don't care 
how far away I go so long as I'm 
home by 8 p.m." 

One old pal with whom he has 
been exchanging repartee on an 
almost daily basis for a great many 
syears is Paul Lynch, Jr. They can 
ygo on teasing each other 
‘affectionately for hours if time 
iallows, as it often does, Paul is one 
of Damie's greatest admirers and 


vspeaks glowingly of him whenever 


»possible. 
Paul is just one of many of 


«Damie's friends who marvel at his 


etemarkable fairness and generosity 


when setting the fees for his 
services. Paul recalls a time when 
he himself was given estimates of 
$1,200 and more by other 
mechanics’ for a job he needed 
done on his essential vehicle. 
Damie did the job in a jiffy and 
asked for $162 for parts and labor. 
Paul gave him $200 cheerfully, 
thankfully and joyfully, as one 
might well imagine. 

Damie is a gentle, modest man, 
and has been for a long. time. 
Captain Larz Neilson of the Town 
Crier recalled recently the first 
time he saw Forrest Dame; the 
year was 1924 and the place was 
Wilmington High School. Forrest 
was a sophomore in the Class of 
‘26 and Larz was a freshman. in the 
Class of '27: 

"I remember it very well; he was 
a well-built young man silting 
quietly in the last seat in the first 


row reading a book.” Captain 
Neilson speaks fondly and highly 
of his. erstwhile schoolmate, and 
affirms that he ‘enjoys. a-good 
feputation as a mechanic. 

Damie is an avid collector of 


Massachusetts license plates, and 
has put together a practically’ 


complete set of passenger car, 
truck and repair vehicle/dealer 
specimens that reaches back to the 
earliest example in 1903. The 
plates from the dawn of the Age of 
the Automobile were made of 
porcelain enamel; it wasn't until 
1908 that annual dates were placed 
on plates. In 1916 there were only 
100,000 registered vehicles. 
Damie began his collection in 
1937 by saving his own plates; the 
collection is carefully arranged and 
firmly, perhaps permanently, 
affixed, attached and fastened by

Mrs. Cathy Tremonte, of Glen 
‘Road in Wilmington, stands as 
inspiration to anyone having 
trouble with dieting. After a 
thirty year battle with her weight, 
this 51 year old mother of three, 
is 102 pounds lighter than she was 
only one short year ago, despite 
numerous physical health 
obsticles. Remarkably enough, all 
of this was done without the aid of 
a fad diet. 

This time last March, Cathy 
weighed more than she ever had 
in her life. Her trial was evident 
by Ahe fact that she required a 
walking cane to get around. Her 
health was deteriorating, and she 
knew she needed to make a 
change. 

Weightloss is nothing new to 
Cathy, however. Since her late 
20's she felt her weight was a 
problem. Cathy has tried every 
diet in the book, but nothing 
seemed to help. “I've never had a 
problem losing weight, but 
generally 1 would gain it back 
within a relatively short period of 
time.” Within the past ten years, 
Cathy has also had to deal with 
many personal tragedies, and 
often used food as a comforter. 

When Cathy was only 40 years 
old she was seriously injured in an 
automobile accident on Route 93 
in New Hampshire. While 
returning home from visiting a 
sick friend, she was rear ended by 
a young tractor trailer driver who 
had fallen asleep at the wheel. 
Even though she was wearing her 
seat belt, Cathy was critically 
hurt. Her knee was damaged 
severely. Seven surgeries later, 
she is still not the same. Cathy 
cannot stand for too long a period, 
nevermind exercise strenuously. 
In one brief moment her life was 
changed permanently. 

It is in the opinion of Cathy and 
her doctor that the trauma of the 
accident provoked the 
development of Graves Disease, a 
similar illness to diabetes. Most 
likely she always had the thyroid 
condition, but it wasn’t a problem 
until after the Route 93 incident. 
As the thyroid controls much of 
the bodily functioning, Cathy was 
in danger with having it removed. 
Doctor's believed it would be 
impossible for her to lose any 
weight after her operation. That 

was three years ago. 

With the help of the Doctor's 
Weightloss Program, and 
family/friend support she has lost 
102 pounds in 12 months. The 
Lexington workshop deals with 
patients on the individual level, 
and incorporates lifestyle change, 
rather than quick dietary fads. 
Cathy began the Weightloss 
Program in March of 1996, and 
has lost about 10 pounds a month 
since then. She also lowered her 
chlosterol from 300 down to 165. 

In order for Cathy to lose the 
weight she knew she needed a 
lifestyle change. To her diets 
don't work. The holistic 
viewpoint sees that change is first 
within the mind, then in the body. 
Cathy began by changing how she 
ate. Cutting out fried foods and 
sugar was the beginning. Food, 
like drugs or alcohol, is an 
addiction, and Cathy had to look 
at the problem this way. ‘In order 
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Kathy Tremonte - after 


to help, she began working with a 
nutritionist at the Weightloss 


Program. She also saw a 
psychologist who deals with 
weigthloss. 


To help dull her cravings for 
sugar, she occasionally would take 
appetite suppressant pills. Cathy 
credits much of the success on 
good old fashioned activity. “I 
couldn't have done it without 
exercise,” Cathy makes sure to 
disclaim. Even if it is a short 
walk around the neighborhood, 
she makes sure to get out and 
exercise as often as possible: 

Cathy's 50th birthday was a 
turning point in her life. After 
seeing the video of herself at the 
party, she began feeling horrible 
inside. To her the video image 
was “the real thing,” as opposed to 


only photograph’s. Cathy saw 
herself as, “a 50 year old face on a 
70 year old body.” The future 
scared this former drug and 


alcohol abuse councilor. She 
feared her, deteriorating health 
would kill her well before her 
time. There was a possibility that 
she would not live to see her 
daughter Alison grow up. She 


might not live to greet future 
grandchildren, 

In the eyes of a woman who 
has battled much and achieved her

goals, weightloss is obtainable for 
anyone. While most people have 
the leisure of leaving the home 
each day, and keeping themselves 
busy, Cathy is stuck at home each 
day surrounded by food, and 
temptation. “I was never into 
watching the television, or 
smoking, or drinking. My big 
thing was always cooking.” 
Cathy feels that those who are out 
and have more access to activity 
are in a better state than she was 
in. 

Cathy also realizes that she is 
living day to day with her past. 
Just because she weighs where she 
wanted to be, she can’t go back to 
her old habits. In her own words, 
“if it’s someones birthday I will 
have a piece of cake, but I won't 
be that old Cathy, where if the 
party was on Sunday, I would be 
eating the cake for the next three 
days for breakfast. Now I will 
have a piece of cake, but I will 
stop at that.” 

Cathy's own success with 
losing weight has motivated her to 
help friends and family members 
dealing with the same problem. 
She believes her self-healing has 
given her a new found freedom, 
and it has given her the strength to 
help others.

Easing Alzheimer's patients lives

The Pines in Tewksbury has 
recently developed the Honored 
Guest Program for people with 
symptoms showing early stages of 
Alzheimer’s disease, dementia, or 
other memory-related disorders. 
A new art gallery has brought 
fresh feelings to the newly 
developed program. 

The focus of the Honored Guest 
Emeritus program is to provide a 
host of specially planned activities 
which promote better health, 
well-being and sociability through 
a life skill program. Residents of 
this program have specially 
trained staff and separate facilities 
for dining, socializing and 
activities. 

The staff monitors residents 24 
hours each day, including bed 
checks every hour through the 
night. There are staff members 
specially trained in 
communication, body mechanics 
and bladder training. 

The | program. provides 
assistance necessary with activities 
of daily living- certified doctors 
attend to the residents by bathing 
them, and making sure they are 
involved in a healthy diet. 

The community includes a 
secure, enclosed courtyard, living 
room, sitting room, dining room, 
country kitchen and three 
bathiques where guests may stay, 
feeling safe and happy, which 
encourage the Failure Free 
Program. There are also activities 
which relate to previous 
professions or hobbies of the 
residents. 

Along with these components to 
the facility, there are also a 
variety of leisure activities. 
Residents can walk past rolling 
hills, wildlife, and an old- 
fashioned downtown, all without 
leaving the building. Co directors 
Bill and Gert Eutsler thinks there 
may still be room for 
improvement. 

Artist Larry Hudson recently 
completed murals in the nursing 
center and Alzheimer's wings of 
the building giving residents who

are usually confined to the area 
something beautiful at which to 
look. Some of the art includes a 
door that has a man painted on it 
and another has a railroad 
intersection. These help to 
remind the residents of where 
things are. 

“Tt gives them the feeling that 
they can get out into the fresh 
country air,” Bill Eusler said. 
One resident said she “could lie in 
her bed and look at a cow. It 
enhances the residents’ life rather 
than just looking at four walls.” 

Twelve people are enjoying the 
facility, and there is still room for 
seven more. 

This program offers activities 
the entire day, including card 
playing, crafts, organized dances, 


sing-a-longs and more. There are 
special calendars with back to 
back activities. The exercise and 
and health promotion are also 
included in this calendar 

So far, the residents seem to 
enjoy dances sing-a-longs and 
leisure walks the most. A safe path 
has been situated around the 
building where the people feel 


free, and are encouraged to 
explore the secure area. 
The program — started 


approximately eight months ago, 
and the mural work took about 
three weeks to complete. With the 
new art display, a new enthusiasm 
has arisen for those involved.

Tewksbury Hospital 
doubled its number of patients with 
the disease during 1996 and 1997, 
and it plans to expand the services it 
provides to include an out patient 


clinic specifically for Huntington's 
patients and their families. 

HD is one of the more common 
inherited brain disorders. About 
25,000 Americans have jit,and an 
additional 60,000 carry the 
defective gene and will develop the 
disorder as they age. The slowly 
progressive condition, which killed 
folk singer Woody Guthrie, usually 
comes on between the ages of 30 
and 50 and causes degeneration of 
brain cells. 

HD is characterized by jerky, 
involuntary movements called 
chorea, loss of control of bodily 
functions, and dementia, a progres- 
sive deterioration of memory and 
thought processes. Children of 
patients have a 50 percent chance of 
developing the disorder, which is 
invariably fatal within 10 to 15 
years after onset. 

Although HD is best known for 
the chorea, which is the most 
obvious symptom, it is a much 
more pervasive disorder that in- 
sidiously robs those it strikes of 
abilities most people take for 
granted. People with the disorder 
lose the ability to work, plan, and 
think clearly, and often suffer 
severe depression, obsessive com- 
pulsive behavior, and sometimes 
even hallucinations and .delusions. 
They almost always, however 
recognize their families and area 
ware of their situation.

As the disease progresses, the 
incessant, uncontrollable move- 
ments of chorea grow more exag- 
gerated, other movement abnor- 
malities emerge, the capacity to 
speak is lost although ability to 
understand is maintained, choking 
becomes a constant hazard, people 
become bedridden and totally 
dependent, and they eventually die, 
usually of aspiration pneumonia. 

Fetal cell transpants 

Although researchers hope to 
develop therapies based upon the 
discovery three years ago of the 
defective gene that causes HD after 
a decade of dedication, no effective 
therapy exists yet. Researchers last 
March reported the first successful 
use of fetal cell transplants to treat 
HD, offering hope for the first 
effective treatment. The transplants 
halted progression of the disease in 
the three patients treated and 
reversed some of the deterioration 
that had occurred. Success with 
transplants would represent a major 
step forward in improving the 
condition of HD patients. 

One of the patients who received 
the transplant, 24 year old Matthew 
Hopson, is an unusual HD patient in 
that his first symptoms appeared 
early, at age 20, and the disease 
progressed very rapidly. Research- 
ers know that this early onset is a 
function of the degree of mea- 


surable mutation in the HD gene, 
and Hopson's gene is, in fact, 
severely mutated - much more so 
than the gene carried by his father, 
48, who has not yet developed the 
disease. 

By the time that Hopson under- 
went surgery in July, he was bed 
bound. If he tried to walk, he fell, 
and he had bruises and cuts all over 
his body. he had to be spoon fed. He 
had such severe tremors in his voice 
that his speech was incompre- 
hensible, which was especially 
difficult because he couldn't write. 
Hopson's doctors said he had 
perhaps five years of life left; 
which weren't going to be very 
comfortable. 

Within 10 days after the surgery, 
Hopson was walking and talking an 
had no chorea. Doctors initially 
thought it was a placebo effect,but 
subsequently determined that it was 
not. Still” they do not know how to 
explain the immediate improve- 
ment. In fact, the two other male 
patients operated on last January 
had shown the same type of 
immediate improvement, but eve 
more pronounced. 

The team put off more transplants 
until March of 1997 while they 
evaluated their current patients’ 
progress. They also did not have 
funds to perform further surgeries.

ast Middlesex Indus- 

trial (EMI) employ- 

ment service is like 
many other employment agen- 
cies. They interview their clients 
to determine the job that would 
best suit them and contact com- 
panies in hopes of job place- 
ment. 

What sets EMI apart from 
the other agencies is that it is a 
non-profit organization whose 
clientele is composed of about 80 
developmentally disabled work- 
ers, 


EMI is run by the East 
Middlesex Association for 
Retarded Citizens (EMARC), 
located on Albion Street, which 
is now celebrating its fortieth 
anniversary of community ser- 
vice. 

As one might imagine, job 
placement for the developmen- 
tally disabled is a challenging 
and time consuming task. 

Michael Berardo, director of 
EMI, explained that the pro- 
gram focuses on training retard- 
ed area residents in hopes of 
allowing them a more indepen- 
dent way of life. 

“We try to empower them to 
do as much as they can,” 
Berardo said. 


The learning process begins 
at a Reading based vocational 
center where they receive vari- 
ous types of training including 
packaging, assembly and filing 
skills.

This training is done on 
materials ordered and paid for 
by various companies and the 
workers are paid for their ser- 
vices, 

The vocational center is open 
from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. Monday 
through Friday and is also used 
by workers who have been laid 
off or fired from their jobs. The 
work provides them with a 
source of income while they 
search for new jobs, Berardo 
said. 

The next step, he said, is 
searching the community for 


companies in need of workers. 

“We’re always pounding the 
pavement,” Berardo said. 

The workers are then placed 
in a position that EMI feels is a 
match and are accompanied by 
a “coach” who aids in the transi- 
tion process. 

If all goes well, Berardo said, 
the coach is eventually fazed out 
to allow the worker his/her inde- 
pendence. 

Another option for EMI is 
sending the workers to a compa- 
ny in a group. 

This “enclave” placement sys- 
tem sends a group of workers, 
usually five, along with one or 
two permanent coaches into 
larger businesses and has been 
used in servicing companies 
such as the Hilton Colonial and 
Frugal Fannies. 

EMI placed 36 workers in 
jobs last year, with an additional 
35 receiving pay for their work 
in the vocational center. 


EMARC Executive Director 
Jo Ann Simons explained that 
there is a lot more to the pro-

gram than just finding jobs, say- 
ing that the age of the individu- 
als, mostly between 30 and 70, 
makes the training even more 
important. 

“When we were younger, we 
got a job, you hated the job and 
you quit,” Simons said. “We try 
to usher them through that 
because they’re 40 years old and 
still at that stage.” 

Berardo added that the staff 
that helps the developmentally 
disabled is a special group. 

“We don’t just hire anybody,” 
Berardo said. “We really have a 
good group of people.” 

He said that the hope of the 
program is that its services will 
not be needed in the future. 

Berardo explained that they 
have the skills to make it in the 
world, but need the emotional 
support of their family or an 
agency like EMI. 

He said that he would like to 
see retarded people learn ways 

to survive independently much 
earlier in life and would also 
like the business community to 
accept the potential and ability 
that such people have to offer. 

“My preference is to get rid 
of this building and get them out 
working 40 hours a week,” 
Berardo said. “Once the compa- 
nies give it a chance and they 
get in there, they’re hooked. 

“Getting in is the hardest

EMI helps disabled workers

mentally disabled in their battle 
to gain independence. 

Today, their services have 
grown to include the families of 
the disabled and plans are in the 
works to enlarge even further to 
allow Wakefield residents to take 
an active role in the campaign. 


The organization intends to 
open a clothing and jewelry 
store which will be located at 85 
Albion Street, Simons said. 


She said that EMARC wants 
a way to “give back to the com- 
munity of Wakefield.” 


Over the years, EMARC has 
grown to incorporate summer 
camps and family counseling as 
well as the EMI training center 
in their services for the mental- 
ly retarded. 


As the number of program 
offerings has grown, so has the 
staff, which now numbers 140 
full and part-time paid employ- 
ees, Simons said. 

“We’re a major employer,” 
she said. “I think that’s one of 
the biggest things that people 
don’t see is that we're really 
part of the local economy.” 


Simons said that the major 
downfall for their employees is 
the low pay scale in organiza- 
tions such as EMARC which are 
funded by local and state gov- 
ernment. 


“We'd like to be able to com- 
pete better,” she said. “People 


love the work, but they can't 
support themselves.” 

“To say that we're not going 
to be able to pay you over 
$20,000 is kind of out of whack.” 

Simons also stated that the 
number of people receiving the 


various services provided by 
EMARC has risen above 400. 
Many of these people have 


taken advantage of family coun- 
seling which helps them deal 
with various problems which 
arise in the lives of the develop- 
mentally disabled. 

EMARC has also placed eight 
of their disabled in apartments 
and houses. This allows them to 
be self-reliant and take control 
of their lives, Simons said. 

Most of the funding for the 
programs comes through the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Mental Retardation, she said, 
with additional funding coming 
from Wakefield and surrounding 
towns who pay a percentage of 
the costs of their town’s disabled 
who participate in them. 

“The town of Wakefield has 
been very supportive,” Simons 
said. 


She said that EMARC will 
continue to serve the community 
for many years to come and 
hopes that the new store, which 
will open in April or May and 
will employ two disabled work- 
ers, will help the town learn 
more about the developmentally 
disabled. 


“This will be a place that will 
really help the people of 
Wakefield know that they have a 
way to help,” Simons said.

Is it easy to replace a worn 


out electrical wall switch? 


It’s easy to replace a worn- 
out electrical wall switch, but 
you do need to be careful. 

Power Off 

First remove the fuse or 
switch off the circuit breaker 
that controls power to the 
switch at your home’s main 
service panel. As an added 
precaution, before working on 
any. wiring, test the circuit with 
a neon circuit tester, an in- 
expensive device available at 
hardware stores. 

Make sure a new tester 
works by carefully sticking its 
probes into an electrical recep- 
tacle that you know is working. 
The tester should light up, in- 
dicating a live circuit. 

The most common type of 
wall switch is a single-pole 
switch, which controls power to 
an overhead light (or to a wall 
receptacle) from one location. 
You can distinguish it from a 
three-way switch because its 
toggle is marked On and Off 
and it has two brass terminals 
or push-in terminals. 


Opening the Switch 

To work on a switch, remove 
the switch cover plate. Then 
take out the screws holding the 
switch and carefully pull it out 
by the screw-hole ears in front. 
If you touch the side, you 
might encounter a live wire. 
Next touch the probes of your 
circuit tester to the two brass 
screw terminals on the switch. 

Also probe each screw and 
the box if it is metal or the 
bare copper ground wire. If the 
tester lights up, the circuit is 
live. Go back to the service 
panel, turn off the correct cir- 
cuit breaker or fuse, and test 
again. 

A single-pole switch may be 
wired two ways. If it’s attached 
to the power cable going to the 
light, it’s known as a middle-of- 
the-circuit or middle-of-the run 
switch. If the power cable goes 
directly to the light and a 
secondary cable is run to the

switch, it’s known as a switch 
loop or end-of-the-run switch. 

The most important thing to 
note is how the wires attach to 
the switch and to attach the 
wires to the new switch the 
same way. 

In a_ middle-of-the-circuit 
single-pole switch, two black 
(or a black and a red) hot 
wires are attached to the 
switch’s brass terminal screws. 
Most modern switches also 
have a green grounding wire 
attached to them. Loosen the 
screws and disconnect the 
wires. Leave the white neutral 
wires in the box. 

To install a new switch, 
hook a black hot wire on each 
brass terminal and tighten the 
terminal screws. Always hook 
the wire clockwise — never 
counterclockwise — around the 
screw shaft. Attach the green 
grounding wire to the green 
terminal screw. If the old 
switch didn’t have a grounding 
wire, run a bare copper insu- 
lated wire from the green ter- 
minal screw to the wire con- 
nector linking the grounding 
wires in the box. 

In an end-of-the-run switch, 

a black wire and a white wire 
will be attached to the termi- 
nals. The white wire is hot, not 
neutral, and should be marked 
with black paint or electrical 
tape to indicate that it’s hot. 
Disconnect both wires and the 
grounding wire and reattach 
them to the new switch. 


Some switches have push-in 
terminals on their backs in- 
stead of screw terminals, To 
use a switch with push-in ter- 
minals, straighten each wire 
end and shove it into a termi- 
nal. The terminal will grip the 
wire securely. 

After making all connec- 
tions, fold wires into the box, 
beginning with ground wires. 
Then screw the switch into 
place and remount the cover 
plate.

Don't fight the sleep cure 


Feel like you're coming down with something? Are you fighting off 
the urge to sleep? 

Don’t. Sleep could be just what you need to defend yourself against 
the ailment. 

Dr. James M. Krueger of the University of Tennessee and Dr. 
Charles A. Dinarello of Tufts University found that the same small 
protein that induces the most restful kind of sleep also triggers the 
production of interleukin-1, a key component in the body’s defense 
system. 

The proteins, called muramyl peptides, induce a deep, dream-free 
sleep. Dr. Krueger thinks the presence of muramyl peptides and 
interleukin-1 may account for the drowsiness that often accompanies 
disease. Whether that sleepy feeling is a sign of illness or recupera- 
tion is not yet clear.

It may seem like you're goof- 
ing off. But in actuality, your 
psyche may be hunkering down 
for some serious inner healing. 


So says Los Angeles psycholo- 
gist Ernest Rossi, Author of The 
Psychobiology of Mind-Body 
Healing. He believes the body 
follows a basic rest and activity 
cycle (BRAC), which repeats 
itself about every 90 minutes. 
This rhythm is similar to the 90- 
minute sleep cycle, in which 
dream states alternate with 
dreamless sleep, and to the 
cyclical way our breath favors 
one nasal passage and then the 
other. 


During the rest phase of this 
basic activity cycle, we slip easi- 
ly into what Rossi calls the 
everyday trance, a special psy- 
chological state that enables the 
psyche to reorganize our 
impressions and experiences. 
This is when we may get fleeting 
glimpse of the “big Picture, or 
become award of subtle discom- 
fort. 

“Basically, the body is saying 
‘take a rest now,’ so it can do ils 
own inner bookkeeping,” says 
Rossi. Some of us, he adds intu- 
itively build a workday around 
this cycle: We begin at 9am, 
break at 10:30, have lunch at 
noon and break again at 3:30pm, 
before heading home at 5. 


Trouble can build, he warns, 
when we habitually ignore the 
rest phase of this cycle.

results in snoring. If you have a 
history of snoring and find that 
you have excessive day time 
sleepiness, toss and turn fre- 


quently while sleeping, snore 
loudly, stop breathing, choke, 
struggle for breath or wake up 
with a headache, it may be an 
indication of obstructive sleep 
apnea. 


Obstructed sleep apnea is 
characterized by air flow being 
totally obstructed for 10 seconds 
or longer. Because people with 
obstructed sleep apnea may 
spend as much as half their 
time with oxygen levels below 
normal, the heat must pump 
harder to circulate the blood 
faster. Over a period of time, 
this can cause cardiac problems 
or exacerbate existing problems 
and possibly be life threatening. 


It is important to note that 
not all people who snore have 
obstructed sleep apnea. 
Therefore, it is highly recom- 
mended that snorers who suffer 
from signs of sleep deprivation 
consult their physicians for eval- 
uation of their snoring. 

Treatment will depend on the 
diagnosis and includes the fol- 
lowing: life style changes as well 
as one or a combination of 
surgery, medications, positive 
air pressure devices, and/or oral 
sleep devices. 


Recent studies have demon- 
strated that oral sleep devices 
have routinely helped people 
who snore and those who have

mild to moderate obstructed 
sleep apnea.

It is important to note that 
the oral appliance is not a cure 
but is an aid in the treatment of 
obstructed sleep apnea. There 
are no guarantees that it will be 
successful in every patient due 
to individual factors. 

However, research has shown 
that oral appliances are an 
effective conservative, non-eva- 
sive approach to the treatment, 
of snoring and obstructive sleep, 
apnea. 

Prior to treatment with an, 
oral device, an evaluation by the 
indiyidual’s physician is 
required to assess the extent of 
the problem. Upon the physj- 
cian’s referral, an oral appli- 
ance can be fabricated by the, 
dentist. 

Prior to insertion of the appli- 
ance, a complete dental exam is, 
required and all necessary treat: 
ment is performed. After a pre: 
determined period of time, a 
physician follow-up is performed 
to evaluate the progress of treat. 
ment.

Being intergrated with traditional medicine

We are living in a world of 
constant change. Some changes 
affect us in a negative sense and 
others in a more positive sense. 
One change taking place in 
Healthcare in the United States 
is proving to be of a very posi- 
tive nature, that being the inte- 
gration of Holistic Medicine 
with the previously existing 
‘Western system of medicine. 

Within this new (yet ancient) 
approach to medicine belongs 
two very effective “hands-on” 
methods - oriental medicine 
(acupuncture-herbology) and 
massage therapy. Acupuncture 
and Massage have been used 
successfully for many years in 
hospitals and private practices 
throughout Europe and the 
Orient and they are expanding 
in use at a rapid rate in the U.S. 

The National Institute of 
Health in Washington, D.C. has 
an office of alternative medicine 
currently researching the effec- 
tiveness of acupuncture and 
massage mainly for pain and 
stress reduction, but also for 
many other common ailments 
(along with acupuncture for 
anesthesia), At present, the 
research studies have been very 
positive and many practitioners 
from around the country (and 

* world) are reporting their suc- 
cessful cases to help the cause. 
The objective of the research is 
to prove once and for all that 
these therapies are valid and 
¢redible and to then coordinate 
an’ effort to increase insurance 
coverage for all states in the 
U.S. (some, such as California, 
already have third party reim- 
bursement). The World Health 
Organization had previously 
approved acupuncture to treat 
nerve and muscle pain and 
weakness, eye, ear, nose and 
throat disorders; gastrointesti- 
nal and respiratory disorders. 

Western medicine views the 
Body as a group of separate 
parts (like a machine). Holistic 
Medicine sees the body as one 
functioning unit, with the mind 
and body interconnected, struc- 
ture and function inseparable 
and proper circulation being the 
key to good physical and emo- 
tional health. When roadblocks 
éccur in the system, such as 
trigger points within muscles, 
the circulation is impeded and 
dysfunction occurs, usually 
showing up as pain. When this 
happens, the body becomes 
imbalanced, and without proper 
treatment, more chronic prob- 

7 lems can arise. Also, the body is 
weakened to a certain extent 
and now cannot fight off illness 
quite as easily. 

In my practice, the treatment 
approach is a combination of 
Eastern and Western medical 
concepts. Acupuncture and 
Massage Therapy are utilized 
together or separately, depend- 
ing on the specific problem and 
the condition of the patient. This 
combination has proven to be 

‘fespecially effective for chronic, 
«painful conditions involving 
! muscles, tendons, nerves, and 
tjoints. Headaches, neck and

An example of my treatment 
plan (using a neck/upper back 
pain case) is as follows: A 
health questionnaire is filled out 
by the patient so that both med- 
ical history and body constitu- 
tion are understood. An exami- 
nation of the area of pain will 
allow me to locate any existing 
trigger points that may be the 
cause of pain. Trigger points are 
undernourished (lacking oxygen 
and nutrients) areas in muscle

which spasm, causing local and

If trigger points are present, 
I will first use Massage 
to release them and include 
Acupuncture as necessary to

Come on you chair jockeys 


Say “exercise,” and the 
images that spring to mind are 
runners jogging, bikers pedal- 
ing, swimmers lapping, weight 
lifters pressing and aerobicizers 
stepping. Exercise does not usu- 
ally conjure up visions of office 
workers suited up at their desks 
and computer terminals. How- 
ever, the National Recreation 
and Park Association (NRPA) 
says even “chair jockeys” can be 
more fit and recommends six 
simple activities. 

“Computing or commuting, 
from cereal at the breakfast 
table to the late news in an easy 
chair, Americans spend much of 
the day on their bottoms,” said 
Kathy Spangler, certified leisure 
professional and NRPA national 
fitness and wellness director. 
“Staying in that sitting position 
for hours on end presents one 
tough physical challenge for the 
human body. Desk-side is exact- 
ly where people in sedentary 
jobs need to get regular physical 
activity.” 

Sitting increases the pressure 
on the lower back by about 40 
percent. Rounding the shoulders 
and leaning forward while sit- 


ting increases muscle tension by 
about 85 percent. This con- 
tributes to the Chair Jockey’s 
Syndrome: backache and fatigue 
from slouching over a desk all 
week. What’s more, a low fitn2ss 
level is a serious health risk 
likened to smoking, high blood 
pressure and high cholesterol in 
the new Surgeon General’s 
Report on Physical Activity 


NKPA recommends simple 
activities that can be done at a 
desk or even sitting in traffic to 
banish those symptoms. The six 
physical activities listed here 
take only a few minutes. 


Do 5-10 repetitions of each 
activity, and repeat the full set 
several times throughout the 
day if possible. 

Neck retraction: slide your 
chin straight back, keeping your 
head and ears level. (If you do 
this correctly, it gives you the 
feeling of a double chin. ) 


Middle back stretch: Bend 
both elbows and press one arm 
behind you and the other above 
you, as if to brush your ear with 
your elbow. Press to your maxi-

GLAUCOMA: few treatment options 


called intraocular pressure, can 
lead to blindness if left untreat- 
ed. 

Several new eyedrop medica- 
tions are now available to treat 
the most common type of glau- 
coma called “open-angle glauco- 
ma.” In open-angle glaucoma, 
the drainage channels within 
the eye are open but slowly 
become clogged over time 
resulting in a gradual rise in the 
eye pressure. 

Eye drops have been avail- 
able to treat glaucoma for more 
that 100 years. Pilocarpine is 
one of the oldest medications 
and is still a commonly used 
medication. This medication 
improves the drainage of fluid 
out of the eye to lower the pres- 
sure. Although a very effective 
medication, it causes constric- 
tion of the pupil, eye pain or 
headache, especially in younger 
patients, and should be taken 
three to four times a day to be 
effective. It was not until the 
last two decades fhat new med- 
ications have become available 
to treat glaucoma. One of the 
most commonly used medica- 
tions is Timoptic (timolol) and 
other equivalent medications

Few people would dispute the 
need for change when the 
growth of ‘health care costs out- 
paces the growth of the overall 
economy.

The physical therapist's role 
is increasingly becoming more 
of consultant, coach and 
teacher. First and foremost, the 
patient is rightly given more 
responsibility as an active par- 
ticipant in the rehabilitative 
process. This has always been a 
physical therapy priority; to fos- 
ter self management and inde- 
pendence skills toward one’s 
health, rather than ongoing 
reliance on the therapist.

cupuncture originated in 

China over 2000 years

If you have 
wrinkles due to aging or sun 
damage, the laser can decrease 
or eliminate the wrinkle depend- 
ing on the severity of the wrin- 
kle. 

Large creases will be dimin- 
ished and smaller ones may be 
eliminated. If you are one of 
those people who have wrinkles 
due to the muscular contraction 
of your face, you may well be 
out of luck. These type of wrin- 
kles are really folds in the skin 
due to the way a person smiles, 
frowns or performs another type 
of facial expression. 


If these types of wrinkles are 
treated with the laser, the small- 


er lines will disappear, however, 
the deep folds will reform as 
soon as the patient creates the 
facial expression. The best way 
to see if laser skin resurfacing 
would benefit you is to make a 
consultation with the physician 
performing the surgery. 
The procedure requires 

approximately four weeks of 
daily applied pre-treatment 
creams to prepare the skin for 
surgery. The procedure itself is 
bloodless with little discomfort. 
After the procedure, the patient 
will have to follow regimented 
skin care procedures to allow 
proper rejuvenating of the skin. 
With a little makeup, most 
patients can be back to work on 
Wednesday if they have the pro- 
cedure done on Friday. The 
patient will then have to refrain 
from the sun or use sun block 
for five months after the proce- 
dure. The results of the proce- 
dure can last five to 10 years for 
wrinkles and permanently for 
acne scarring. It is important to 
remember that the procedure 
will destroy the old skin and 
new skin will reform with no 
memory of the old wrinkles. 

The future re-occurrence of 
the wrinkles will depend on 
many factors such as sun expo- 
sure, a person's proneness to 
wrinkles and skin care to name 
only a few. The laser procedure 
can never replace the results of 
continuous good skin care. If 
you take care of your skin with 
a daily skin program you should 
never need laser surgery until 
your later years,

Rock Around The Clock 


When you pull an all-nighter, chances are you try to catch up on 
lost sleep by sleeping longer the next night, But that may not by the 
best solution, say researchers oat the Institute of Pennsylvania 
Hospital in Philadelphia. A short nap prior to a night of lost sleep will 
do more to make you feel human when it’s time to start your normal 


schedule again, they suggest. 


‘The researchers had 40 young males stay up for a 56-hour period, 
only allowing one 2-hour nap. After the 56 hours, they tested subjects’ 
alertness and feelings of sleepiness. Subjects taking a nap early on 
during the ordeal, they discovered, were more alert at the end of it 
all than subjects taking a later nap, or napping at the very end. The 
later the nap, researchers say, the worse the alertness scores. 

Although the subjects were less sleepy before an early nap, they 
were more rested after. The team concluded that “preventive sleep”- 
timed napping prior to sleep loss-is a better alternative than napping 


after the loss.

Limiting alcohol 


consumption 


helps reduce breast cancer risk 


Limiting alcohol consumption 
to a moderate level (about 1 
drink per day) is recommended 
to reduce a woman’s risk for 
breast cancer, according to 
information presented at a 
recent symposium of the Ameri- 
can Institute for Cancer 
Research. AICR grantee Keith 
Singletary, Ph.D., associate pro- 
fessor in the Department of 
Food Science and Human 
Nutrition at the University of 
Illinois, Champaign Urbana, 
said that the increased breast 
cancer risk connected to drink- 
ing appears to be modest, and 
that more research needs to be 
conducted to determine the 
influence of other factors on the 
alcohol breast cancer relation- 
ship. 

Singletary noted that “high 
alcohol consumption three or 
more drinks per day is associat- 
ed with a number of cancers of 
the head and neck, including the 
mouth, larynx and esophagus.” 


News reports in the past year 
have cited studies that found a 
glass of red wind per day can 
help reduce risk for heart dis- 
ease, but these results have led 
to some confusion over other 
studies showing that any alcohol 
at all in a woman's diet may be 
linked to breast cancer develop- 
ment. Singletary noted that 
although there is considerable 
evidence from studies in many 
different countries to support a 
connection between alcohol 
intake and breast cancer risk, 
the effects appear to be modest. 


There has been enough variabil- 
ity and inconsistency within 
them to make health experts ask 
for additional information 
before drawing concrete conclu- 
sions regarding exactly how 
much alcohol can increase risk 
of breast cancer. 


More than 180,000 new breast 
cancer cases are expected to be 
diagnosed this year. Although 
genetic predisposition is a factor 
in breast cancer development, 
researchers say some of, the risk 
for the disease can still be con- 
trolled to a large extent through 
maintaining healthy eating and 
lifestyle habits. Because surveys 
show that more than 50 percent 
of American women drink, the 
influence of alcohol on breast 
cancer has come under scrutiny. 

More than One Daily Drink 
May Increase Breast Cancer 
Risk 

Even though the link to 
breast cancer appears to be 
modest, Singletary said the 
health benefits gained by reduc- 
ing alcohol intake to low or mod- 
erate levels (about 1 drink per 
day) are significant. “Drinking 
low to moderate levels of alcohol 
can reduce your risk for other 
aerodigestive tract cancers, 
reduce your risk for coronary 
heart disease, and can reduce 
some of the adverse psychoso- 
cial effects of heavy drinking,” 
he noted. 

He advised individuals to 
consider their own personal risk 
for breast cancer when deviding 
how much to drink. Women with 
higher breast cancer risks may 
want to minimize alcohol intake 
until more is known about its 
influence. 

For lower cancer risk, the 
American Institute for Cancer 
Research advises consumers to 
drink in moderation, if at all; to 
eat plenty of vegetables, fruits 
and whole grains; and to get 
regular physical exercise,

For many. they are better than pills 


Can supplemental vitamins, 
fiber, and natural fruit and veg- 
etable compounds called “phyto- 
chemicals in pill form work as 
well as foods to fight off cancer? 
At a recent symposium present- 
ed by the American Institute for 
Cancer Research, leading diet 
and cancer researchers said 
supplements are not a substitute 
for eating plenty of plant based 
foods. 

When our bodies absorb phy- 
tochemicals, vitamins, and fiber 
from plant based foods, they 
work in different ways to protect 
our health, by shielding cell 
membranes from damage to 
affecting rates of the cell divi- 
sion that is key to the cancer 
process, According to Dr. Gary 
G. Meadows, Professor of 
Pharmacognosy, Washington 
State University, “Researchers 
still have not discovered 
answers to questions about 
dosage and combined effects of 
these plant food elements. 
Studies that find benefits from 
food substances use amounts 
that are far greater than in nor- 
mal diets and the toxic effects 


of large amounts of some vita- 
mins and phytochemicals, and 
combinations of them, are still 
not known. 


“That’s one reason why tak- 
ing large doses of vitamin and 
phytochemical supplement pills 
is not advisable,” the research- 
ers pointed out. “Many people 
believe that if a little is good,

more must be better,” Meadows 
commented.

Fruits and Vegetables Better 
Than Pills, Say Researchers 
For example, people may take 
supplement pills that claim to 
isolate the phytochemicals such 
as beta carotene or sulphur com- 
pounds found in broccoli, garlic 
and other vegtables. However, in 
reality there may be so much 
processing in making supple- 
ments that the chemical compo- 
sition of the compounds may be 
altered and ultimately yield few 
health benefits for consumers,

A new laser treatment for 
glaucoma is now being devel- 
oped by a Reading ophthalmol- 
ogist, Mark A. Latina, M.D. 

Dr. Latina is an eye surgeon 
and specialist in the treatment 
of glaucoma. Latina trained at 
the Massachusetts Eye and Ear 
Infirmary, Harvard Medical 
School where he did his residen- 
cy in ophthalmology and fellow- 
ship training in glaucoma. 

Dr. Latina is on staff at 
Winchester Hospital, Melrose- 
Wakefield Hospital, Malden 
Hospital and the Massachusetts 
Eye and Ear Infirmary. He is 
also a faculty member at the 
Massachusetts General Hospital 
Wellman Laboratory for Laser 
Medicine where he invented this 
new laser treatment called 
“Selective Laser Trabeculopl- 
asty.” 

This new laser procedure 
uses a newer laser called a 
Nd:YAG laser and is a less 
destructive, more gentle laser 
treatment compared to the older 
argon laser trabeculoplasty. 

This laser treatment selects 
certain pigmented ocular cells 
for treatment which in turn 


helps to improve drainage of 
fluid from the eye without burns 
or heating of the drainage. This 
new laser treatment could be 
used multiple times to treat 
glaucoma and if it is very effec- 
tive and safe, it could be used in 
place of eye drops to treat glau- 
coma. 

Dr. Latina is heading up an 

FDA Clinical trial to. study his 
new laser procedure. Selective 
Laser Trabeculoplasty is also 
being investigated by other oph- 
thalmologists in the United 
States, Mexico, Germany, Japan 
and Australia. Dr. Latina also 
has his laser available at his pri- 
vate practice at the Reading 
Health Center where he is treat- 
ing glaucoma patients who are 
eligible for the procedure. 

Even though there is no cure 
for open-angle glaucoma, these 
new medications and laser 
treatments will hopefully make 
it easier to treat and control it.

a serious medical illness or the 


death of a loved one. “But even 
when it seems to make sense for 
a person to be depressed” said 
Dr. Katz, “it can still be a dis- 
ease.” 

The consequences of untreat- 
ed depression are severe. The 
disease causes disability, wors- 
ening of other concurrent med- 
ical illnesses, and can lead to 
premature death or even sui- 
cide. According to the Centers 
for disease Control and 
Prevention, the over-65 age 
group has the highest rate of 
suicides - more than 20 percent 
of the national total - although 
they make up only 13 percent of 
the population.

Nuclear Medicine can help 


in hip and pelvis diagnosis 


Diagnosing injury to the mus- 


| culo-skeletal system can be 


tricky, and X-rays may not pro- 
vide sufficient means to do so. 
Happily, advances in nuclear 
medicine detection systems 
appearing on the horizon offer 
optim 

It’s not uncommon for elderly 
patients to complain of hip and 
pelvis pain, for which X-rays 
cannot detect a cause. Three—- 
phase radionuclide bone (TPB) 
imaging, a type of nuclear- 
based medicine, is proving a 
practical clinical tool in the 
analysis of injuries to the hip 
and pelvis in the elderly, as well 
as in sport-related injuries. This 
device provides significant early 
diagnostic information about 
bone stress fractures. 

In a recent study reported in 
the medical journal, Radiology, 


TPB imaging was used because 
standard X-ray methods were 
unable to make a conclusive 
diagnosis in hip and pelvis pain 
cases. And the most important 
things.discovered in the study 
were: 

1. TPB imaging is a highly 
sensitive and reliable way to 
detect bone stress fractures in 
most cases where X-rays remain 
normal. 

2. No significant differences 
between the types of fractures 
were found when men were com- 
pared with women patients. 

3. Characteristic TPB imag- 
ing patterns of stress fractures 
and shin splints are more easily 
and confidently identified.

Senior pharmacy program 
offers help up to $500 


Eider Services of the Merri- 
mack Valley, Inc. is pleased to 
announce that the applications 
for the Senior Pharmacy pro- 
gram are now available. 

The $30 million Senior Phar- 
macy program (SSP) Is designed 
to provide up to $500 a year for 
certain prescription drugs for 
people age 65 and over by July 
1, 1997 and whose gross income 
does not exceed $10,294/year or 
$858/month. Eligible partici- 
pants cannot be enrolled in 
Medicaid or have a prescription 
benefit as part of their Medicare 
Supplemental Plan. 

SSP applications will be dis- 
tributed to local councils on 


aging, hospitals, senior housing 
offices, and other community 
sites. Homebound elders may 
request an application to be 
mailed by calling the Resource 
and Referral Center at Elder 
Services. Applications ‘will be 
mailed out next week to those 
who have already contacted 
Elder Services. 

All applications will be 
processed by the SPP’s Central 
Verification Unit (CVU). 

Denial notices will be issued 
within 30 days of application and 
appeals will be handled by the 
Department of Medical Assis- 
tance. Letters of acceptance will 
be mailed out by mid June. If 


that come across our desk,” 

says volunteer Joseph Fabiano 

of Wakefield.

It’s a lot more than just a number 


How much do you know about 
cholesterol? Just knowing your 
total cholesterol may not be 
enough to keep your heart 
healthy. There are several dif- 
ferent types of cholesterol. 
Measuring the levels of these 
types is important in determin- 
ing your risk for heart disease. 


What is cholesterol? 


Cholesterol is a soft, fat-like 
substance found in all your 
body’s cells. It is an important 
part of a healthy body because 
it is used to form cell walls, cer- 
tain hormones and other neces- 
sary tissues. However, too much 
cholesterol in the body can 
cause clogged arteries, which 
eventually can lead to heart dis- 
ease and heart attacks. A total 
cholesterol level below 200 
mg/dL is desirable. 

Cholesterol is produced in 
your body, mostly in the liver, 
and is found in foods that come 
from animals, especially egg 
yolks, meat, fish, poultry, and 
dairy products. Foods that come 
from plants, such as fruits, veg- 
etables, grains, and nuts, do not 
have cholesterol. 

The good, the bad, 
and the ugly, 


Your total cholesterol is made 
up of LDL (“bad” cholesterol), 
HDL (“good” cholesterol) and 
triglycerides (a type of fat in 
your blood.) 

LDL: LDL has been shown to 
be the most important measure 
of risk for heart disease, When a 
person has too much LDL-cho- 
lesterol, it can slowly build up in 
the walls of the arteries that 
lead to the heart and the brain, 
and form plaque, a thick, hard 
deposit that clogs arteries. This 
is called atherosclerosis, a 
major cause of heart attacks 
and strokes. 


Your LDL should be less than 
100 mg/dL if you have coronary 
heart disease (prior heart 
attack, bypass surgery, or bal- 
loon angioplasty). Desirable 
LDL cholesterol is less than 130 
mg/dL for many people., 
Overall, the lower your LDL 
level, the lower your risk of 
heart attack. Dr. Thomas 
Pearson, director of the 
Research Institute at Mary 
Imogene Bassett Hospital, 
states: “I think the key to man- 
aging LDL is, number one, 
understanding how important 
this is in association with car- 
diovascular disease.” 


HDL: The opposite is true 
with HDL, or “good” cholesterol. 
High levels of HDL have been 
found to be beneficial, and 
experts recommend that HDL 
should be 35 mg/dL or higher. 
Smoking, being overweight and 
not exercising can contribute to 
low HDL-cholesterol levels. 


Triglycerides: Triglycerides 
are another type of fat in your 
blood that can be dangerous in 
large quantities. While a high 
triglyceride level may not cause 
clogged arteries, it is often 
found with high total choles- 
terol, high LDL levels and low 
HDL levels, and thus is thought 
to be important in heart disease. 
Experts recommend keeping 
triglyceride levels below 200 
mg/dL. 


What you can do: Studies 
have shown that reducing LDL 
levels prevents heart disease 
and saves lives. The following 
steps may help you lower your 
cholesterol and may reduce your 
risk of heart disease: 


*Get tested for high choles- 
terol (LDL, HDL, triglycerides) 

Eat a diet low in saturated 
fat and cholesterol 

*Exercise regularly (upon 
your doctor’s approval) 

Don’t smoke 

If prescribed medication, 
take daily as directed.
